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Reply to Office Action of June 10, 2003 

REMARKS 

The drawings are objected to for failure to show features of the invention specified 
in the claims. This objection is addressed in part by the amendment, and is otherwise traversed, for 
the reasons following. 

The worm is not shown, but is not a feature of the invention. It is only a statement 
of use, i.e., "said shaft having one end for carrying a worm in a molding cylinder". As such it need 
not be shown in the drawing. Further references to worm have been deleted from the claim. 

The specification has been amended to specifically refer to the motors as electric 
motors, identified by reference numerals 15 and 7 in Figure 1. The reference to permanent magnets 
has been deleted. These changes also address the objection to the specification as failing to provide 
antecedent basis for claim language. 

The specification has been amended to refer to cylindrical part 16 of shaft 1, which 
is shown in Figure 1. 

It is believed that the application is now in condition for allowance. If any 
objections remain, a call to the undersigned is requested.
